prerequisite to the successful initiation 
of any policy for the reconstruction of 
the island and the fact that Gomez ha* 
ootitensed to do this is regarded aa of 
the highest importance

tails of Mr. Porter’s conference with 
the Cuban general are awaited with no 
little interest.

Havana, Feb. 3. — Dispatches from 
R< modi*.*, Santa Clara province, yester­ 
day, under date of Feb. I, state that 
General Maximo Gomez, oommander-in- 
chicf of the Julian army, has aequciseed 
in the representations of Mr. Porter, 
President 
McKinley’s representative, 
and has consented to tho disbanding of 
his army. 
The dispatch continues: 
General Gomez was seen by Senor Qne- 
sada this afternoon and after an hour’s 
conference Mr. Porter, accompanied by 
Senor Querada, Captain Campbell and 
Lieutenant Hanna, was received by 
General Gomez. 
The old general wore no insignia of 
his rank. He was dressed in a linen 
coat and dark trousers and had a silk 
handkerchief over his coat collar. He 
also wore a black tie, and showed a 
heavy silver watch and chain with a 
silver cross attached to it. 
The Cuban commander was cordial in 
greeting Mr. Porter and opened the in­ 
terview by referring t<* th© change for 
the better which had taken place in 
Cuba since he was last here in Septem­ 
ber. 
II als** laid stress on the fact that 
some people were asking where was Cu­ 
ba’s promised liberty. 
“The answer to this,” said Mr. Porter 
“is that Cuba na* now commercial 
and industrial liberty and that President 
McKinley has directed me, in framing 
the Cuban tariff, to make no discrimina­ 
tions in favor of the United States in 
the manner that Spoilt favored herself. 
Cuba is free today to buy in the cheap­ 
est markets. People are returning to 
the pursuits of peace and our military 
government will give way to the civil 
government as fast aa possible.” 
The first problem, Mr. Porter then 
pointed 
st, was the disbandment of the 
Cuban army and the return of the Cu­ 
ban soldiers to work. This was the 
specific missi >n which had brought Mr. 
Porter to Remedies and in which Provi­ 
dent McKinley expected General Go­ 
mez’s aid. 
The Cuban commander-in-chief re­ 
plied that h*- was ready aud was willing 
to give the aid required, but asked how 
he could do so. 
To this Mr. Porter replied that Presi­ 
dent McKinley would be glad to have 
him to go to Havana and co-operate 
with General Brooke in disbanding the 
Cubans and in paying over the $3,000,000 
appropriated for that purpose. 
General Gomez said the amount was 
too small, but that was not his fault, 
and he would make it go aa far a* possi­ 
ble, while likening it to the miracle of 
the loaves aud fishes, 
“No man in history,” said Mr. Porter, 
has done so much with so small re­ 
sources as you have done. 
Hence, your 
oo-oi*erftfion with General Brooke will 
bring good results.” 
General Gomez specially requested 
that the money for which Mr. Porter 
had orders in his pocket should be paid 
over to General Brooke and not to him­ 
self. as he didnot want the personal re­ 
sponsibility of keeping it. 
The Cuban general then assured Cap­ 
tain Campbell of his good feeling toward 
General Brooke, aud the formal compact 
was presented to Gome* by Mr. Porto1, 
and was assented to by General Gomez. 
Mr. Porter laid special stress on the 
fact that the $3,000,000 was not to be re­ 
garded as wages cine for services ren­ 
dered, but as a relief fund from the 
United States to expedite the disband­ 
ment of the army and to further the 
aims of reconstruction. This article of 
the compact wa* the moat delicate point 
under consideration, as the question of 
the recognition of the Callan army as a 
military 
body 
and, tacitly, 
of the 
Cuban revolutionary government, was 
involved. General Gomez aoqnieeesed 
it this promise more readily than might 
have been expected, in view of his re­ 
puted hostility to the United States. 
Each man in the Cuban army will re­ 
ceive about $100.

Coptic left Honolulu the Princess Ed­ 
ward had not reported, and the friends

The bill abolishing the three days of 
grace and providing that it is not neces­ 
sary for a note to be payable at a bank 
to be negotiable was voted down. 
The following senate bills were passed 
by the house: The one by Senator New 
giving the court which sends a case out 
of a county for trial the right to fix the 
fee of the attorneys; one by Senator 
Hogg giving ex-soldiers of the civil and 
Spanish wars free licenses to peddle 
go-‘ is; one by Senator Hogs re extending 
the terms of the jut ires of the appellate 
court, and one accepting authority over 
the ground of the Marion Soldier’ home 
(thus giving the inmates the right to 
vote iu local and state matters.). The 
two bills last mentioned were passed by 
a strictly parry vote, the Democrats op­ 
posing both measures. 
Among the bills introduced in the 
house was one for a primary election 
law by Mr. Glossbrenner (Rep.) 
Senator Winfield (Dem.! introduced a 
bill to take from the governor the power 
to appoint the metropolitan boards of 
police oommissioners in the various cities 
of the state and distribute the oppointive 
power by giving the mayor the right to 
appoint erne commissioner, the council 
on© sud the circuit judge one, the conn 
oil fixing their salary. 
Th© oounty seat fight of Newton ooun­ 
ty came up on a divided committee re 
port. 
The majority report was adopted, 
which requires a vote of 66 per cent of 
the people of the county to change the 
oountyseat from Kentland, where it 
now is.

SNOW BOUND 


Colorado Towns on the Verge 
of Starvation. 


Denver, Fob. 8.—A snowstorm that 
has raged with brief intermissions for 
more than a week iii Colorado while 
strong winds have piled it up and filled 
railroad cut i, a1 m ot completely block­ 
ing railroad traffic in tho mountain dis­ 
trict. 
Snow slides have occurred at several 
points, one 18 miles west of Leadville on 
Mount Elbert, carrying down a miner’s 
cabin and burying William Manning, 
aged 60 years. 
Many mountain towns are cut off 
from the world, the only means of com­ 
munication being men on snowshoes. 
Food aud fuel supplies are becoming 
alarmingly short in many places. 
A difficult and really hazardous piece 
of work to relieve the susjieuse at Breck­ 
enridge, Como, Dillon aud other points 
around the first name© camp, was suc­ 
cessfully accompli shell by the Colorado 
and Southern road yesterday, when citi­ 
zens, armed with shovels, cleared off the 
South Park tracks to lh? depot in Breck­ 
enridge, aud a much battered supply 
train crawled into th© town—tho first 
inside of three weeks. 
The situation at Breckenridge was be­ 
coming critical, 
l a d was becoming 
scarce, the groceries kept in the stores 
were at low (‘bb. 
Rolled oats and 
breakfast foods were being fed to horses 
aud stock. 
Hay could not be purchased 
f?>r love nor money. Oats were worth 
their weight in gold. Miners, pros­ 
pectors, mill men and timber cotter 
were wining in from the surrounding 
hills begging provisions. 
Breckinridge was a spot in a sea of 
snow. Slides in all directions made th© 
roads leading into the camps impassable. 
The supply train induded several freight 
cars, loaded with hay, grain, coal, beef, 
flour and groceries sufficient to last 
about two weeks. 
It took nine hours to 
make the run from Como to Brecken- 
ridgn—34 miles. 
At Leadville the supply of coal is so 
small that a forced shutdown of mines 
and smelters is threatened. 
Railroad 
men say that numerous snow slides are 
unprecedented at this season of the year, 
slides usually occurring only in the 
spring. The cause now is the enormous 
amount of snow on the mountains.

get, says wages are not so high this year 
as last, but a good deal of work is being 
done, especially on Muuker, Dominion 
and Sulphur creeks. William Fox, an 
other passenger from Dawson, is author­ 
ity for the statement that the output 
next year will be no greater than this, 
although men are working in new terri­ 
tory. Men are being paid $5 per day 
aud board, although Anderson, on the 
Eldorado, still pays fl.50 per hour. 
Hunker and Dominion creeks promise 
well.
